American ambassador and was deliv­ 
ered by him to the Russian govern­ 
ment on December 17. 
The action of the president was 
announced by m em bers of the sen­ 
ate committee, who said the notice 
was served as recited in the United 
Press dispatches this morning. The 
exact time of the notice to Russia 
was set forth in the president s com 
munication to the committee. 
The letter to the czar cited th© 
abrogation was due to a “ misunder­ 
standing in the interpretation" o 
the old treaty.

In discussing the 
Onalaska inci­ 
dent today, Mr. Tarrell said, “The 
commission has not investigated the 
accident further than to obtain th e 
report of the superintendent of tho 
agricultural school, this report being 
the regular form 
supplied 'by the 
commission to be used iii all cases.' 
From this report it appears* that 
both of the deceased workmen left 
widows. 
If at the tim e of th is ac­ 
cident the two men w ere employees

and not by willful misconduct, then 
the county is liable for compensa­ 
tion.

cells, which are believed to date back 
to the tim e of Charles II. and to have 
been subsequently used in connection 
with the W hitechapel 
police court, 
were occupied in a common lodging 
house when discovered. In the w'alls. 
which are built of oak, thickly studded 
with strong iron bolts, w’ere the orig­ 
inal fetters used for the condemned 
prisoners, together with a plank bed 
upon which no doubt many a criminal 
spent his last night upon earth. 
The complete cells have been dis­ 
mantled by experts acting under in­ 
structions from Guy Laking, custodian 
of the new museum, and they will be 
re-erected In their entirety in 
the 
annex at the museum at Kensington, 
where visitors will be able, not only 
to pass in and out of them and In­ 
spect the many quaint inscriptions on 
the walls, but examine the massive 
iron bolts on the exterior, which de­ 
fied the efforts of the most wily pris­ 
oners to force an exit. 
An old oak 
staircase still stands in the house in 
W ellclose square, hut this will not be 
removed.
